bombed you sim ply have no idea of 
w hat it is like. As you walk through 
the skeleton of w hat had once been 
a city in G erm any, you feel th a t the 
people left there are sullenly a n g ry ; 
you 
feel 
you 
are sittin g on the 
crater of a volcano. In alm ost every 
fam ily you find m alnutrition taking 
its toll, w ith resultant disease from 
w hich there is no hope of recovery.’’

Hie super explosive for atom 
bombs: Americium and neptunium . 
All four probably existed naturally 
on earth millions OI years ago when 
the planet was younger, and much 
hotter. But because of their radio­ 
activity they broke down or decayed 
Into other element*. 
This tiny bit of pure curium has a 
slight yellowish cast. Dr 
Perlman 
said. It is kept in a solution, and it 
tears apart the hydrogen and oxygen 
in the water, making these gases 
bubble off. 
If enough of 
tho curium 
were 
concentrated, Dr 
Perlm an said. it 
would probably melt by itself, It 
would be w arn to touch. But touch­ 
ier it might be fatal. Even if an 
extreme ly tiny am ount entered tile 
body, it would cause eventual death 
due to Its extreme radioactivity. Dr 
Perlm an said.
